He promised his administration 
will address “problems too long 
ignored, from AIDS to the environ- 
ment to the conversion of our econ- 
omy from a defense- to a domestic- 
economic giant.” 

Based on exit polls, CNN declared 
Clinton the winner with 286 elec- 
toral votes at 8:50 p.m. MST, 10 
minutes before the polls closed in 
California. Two-hundred seventy 
electoral votes are required to win. 

Less than half an hour later, 
Bush appeared on national televi- 
sion to concede defeat and offer his 
congratulations to the president- 
elect. 

“The people have spoken,” Bush 
said. “I just called Gov. Clinton and 
wished him well in the White 
House.” 

Turning to his wife, first lady 
Barbara Bush, he whispered, “It’s 
over.” 


The election of Clinton ended 12 
years of partisan division between 
the executive and legislative 
branches of the federal govern- 
ment, as voters, saying financial 
concerns were the overriding issue 
in their decisions, retained 
Democratic control of Congress. 

Democrats lost 16 seats to the 
GOP in the House. Neither party 
gained an advantage in the Senate. 

Clinton, 46, will become the third- 
youngest president in history when 
he assumes office Jan. 20. 
Theodore Roosevelt was 43 when 
he became president; John F. 
Kennedy was 44. 

Gore is 44. 

The margin of victory among elec- 
toral ballots was surprising, given 
the fact Bush had closed a wide gap 
in the polls in the 10 days leading 
up to Tuesday’s election. As of 
Monday, one national poll had 
Clinton and Bush locked in a dead 
heat, each with 42 percent of the 
projected vote. 

Bush pledged to support the new 
administration during the transi- 
tion.

Leavitt victorious 


in governor’s race

Mike Leavitt’s strong Republican support proved too 
loyal for Independent Merrill Cook’s mud-slinging and 
Democrat Stewart Hanson’s pro-choice campaign, as 
Leavitt coasted to a victory Tuesday in the Utah 
gubernatorial race. 

“At 8 a.m. (Wednesday), we will take the state to a 
new level of performance,” Leavitt said in his accep- 
tance speech at 11:30 p.m. Tuesday. 

Leavitt, 41, of Cedar City, becomes the 14th gover- 
nor of Utah. His running mate, Olene Walker, made 
history by becoming the first woman to be elected 
Lieutenant Governor. 

“Utah has done well for the Republicans. Leavitt is 
well-qualified and well-prepared to fulfill the position 
of Utah’s next governor,” Gov. Norm Bangerter said. 

With 84 percent of 1,476 precincts having reported 
as of 1:30 a.m. today, Leavitt had garnered 43 percent 
of the vote. Cook had 34 percent and Hanson held 23 
percent. The figures were reported by The Associated 
Press. 

Leavitt said he will focus his term as governor on 
increasing household income through economic 
growth and creating a world-class education system. 

“We will be working toward quality jobs and educa- 
tion. I don’t want to abandon tested principles and I 
am committed to keeping the long-standing traditions 
of Utah,” he said. From the minute he assumes office, 
Leavitt will be a governor of action, said Robert

When asked how much he thinks 
he can truly change in Congress, 
Bennett said, “That will depend on 
how much cooperation I have from 
other folks (in Congress).” 

Bennett said he is willing to work 
with the new Democratic president, 
Bill Clinton, but will not agree with 
him on all issues. 

“When he’s right, we’ll support 
him,” Bennett said. “When we 
think he is wrong, it is up to the 
other party to tell him he is wrong 
... I think he will pay attention to 
western senators, regardless of 
party.” 

Early predictions of Owens’ loss 
came as no surprise to the Owens 
campaign. Less than an hour after 
the voting booths closed, Owens 
supporters had all but conceded for 
him. 

At 9:45 p.m. Tuesday, Owens 
gave his concessionary speech, 
pointing to two factors in his 
defeat. 

“First, a very well-executed, very 
well-done in several instances, and 
very effective negative campaign by 
Bob Bennett — the best I’ve seen,” 
he said. 

“That, combined with the idea of

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Court says abortion gag rule illegal 


WASHINGTON — The Bush administration may not enforce a rule 
restricting federally funded family planning clinics from counseling 
patients about abortion, a federal appeals court ruled Tuesday. 

A three-judge panel of the U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals here said the 
revised gag rule, permitting only doctors at the clinics to discuss abor- 
tion with patients, was adopted illegally. 

The Department of Health and Human Services adopted the modified 
rule without giving the public adequate opportunity to challenge it, the 
appeals court said. 

The agency changed the 1988 rule at the direction of President Bush to 
exempt doctors from the gag rule, in what administration critics said 
was a fraudulent compromise motivated by politics. 

Left unclear after Tuesday’s ruling is whether the administration could 
enforce the broader gag rule, barring even doctors from discussing abor- 
tion. 

The administration had no immediate comment on the decision. 

Jubilant abortion rights advocates said Tuesday’s ruling means that if 
Bush is defeated for re-election by Democrat Bill Clinton, the so-called 
gag rule is dead, since a lame-duck administration would not have time 
to re-implement it. 


Economic indicators fall 3 percent 


WASHINGTON — The government’s barometer of future economic 
activity fell in September for the third time in four months, signaling 
continued weakness during the first year of the new presidential term. 

Most analysts believe the economy will escape a new recession. But 
they agreed the 0.3 percent decline in the Commerce Department’s Index 
of Leading Economic Indicators on Tuesday suggested it will remain a 
major problem. 

“It’s not a harbinger that (the economy) is falling into another reces- 
sion,” said Lynn Reaser, an economist with First Interstate Bancorp in 
Los Angeles. “But it is ... certainly consistent with the belief the economy 
is not performing up to par and why it was a major factor in the elec- 
tion.” 

The index is designed to forecast économie activity six to nine months 
in advance. 


Yugoslav premier beats oust attempt 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia — Premier Milan Panic barely survived his 
second no-confidence vote in two months Tuesday, foiling an attempt by 
his arch-rival Serbian President Slobodan Milosevic to oust him. 

The victory could strengthen Panic, a moderate who has pushed for 
concessions to end warfare in the former Yugoslavia, in federal and 
Serbian general elections on Dec. 20. 

Panic, a Serbian-born California millionaire, won the vote in the upper 
house of the federal Parliament 18-17, a day after being roundly defeat- 
ed in the lower house. It would have taken 21 votes to remove him from 
office. 

“Democracy is working,” Panic told the Associated Press. He said if he 
had lost, the democratization of Yugoslavia would have been jeopar- 
dized. ha oe e 

Deputy Premier Oskar Kovac said Panic’s government will continue its 
moderate policies toward peace. 


Commission disputes women in combat 


WASHINGTON — A presidential commission recommended Tuesday 
that military women not be allowed to participate in ground combat. 
However, it said the armed services should have greater leeway in defin- 
ing what comprises modern-day fighting. 

The 15-member Commission on the Assignment of Women in the 
Armed Forces concluded three days of hearings in sharp dispute over the 
future of the 200,000 American women in uniform. Four members who 
opposed any expanded role for women in the military walked out of 
Tuesday morning’s meeting while a fifth boycotted the session. 

Congress last year repealed legal restrictions on assigning women to 
combat aircraft, but established the commission to examine the impact 
of assigning women to combat roles in all the services. 

Thus far, the commission has spent $4 million and held hearings for 
seven months. It must report its findings by Nov. 15 to President Bush, 
who can decide which recommendations he wishes the military to adopt. 
Congress must take up the legal.issue of women,serving on Wazships.

Bitter clash 
one of Utah’s 
nastiest wars

Republican Richard Harrington’s 
attempt to return what he calls 
“the most conservative district in 
the nation” to Republican control 
failed Tuesday, as Democrat Bill 
Orton regained Utah’s 3rd 
Congressional seat in a landslide 
victory. 

At presstime, with 91 percent of 
precincts reporting, Orton claimed 
a decisive 62percent of the vote to 
Harrington’s 39 percent. 

Only an hour after polls closed, 
Orton claimed victory, citing his 
campaign strategy and political 
philosophy as his formula for win- 
ning, 

“It’s simple — you just stick to 
the issues and avoid negative cam- 
paigning,” he said. “It doesn’t mat- 
ter if you’re Democrat or 
Republican, you just listen to the 
people and do the right thing.” 

In his five-minute acceptance 
speech at the Excelsior Hotel in 
Provo, Orton said one of his first 
challenges in the new term is to 
spread his non-partisan approach 
of politics to other Democrats in 
Washington. 

“Y’m hoping to move the party 
closer to me,” he said. 

Harrington was reluctant to con- 
cede his loss, waiting nearly two 
hours after Orton’s group had 
already disbanded before deliver- 
ing a slightly bitter speech. 

“T won’t concede losing,” he said. 
“We'll get him again sometime.” 


a Harrington said Orton’s victory 


was a result of the “power he 
enjoys as an incumbent” in attract- 
ing media attention and special- 
interest money to project a slanted 
image of himself. 

“I don’t think people understand 
Bill Orton,” Harrington said. “He is 
a skillful politician who senses 
what the crowd wants to hear and 
says it.” 

Orton said his opponent’s “fiercely 
negative campaign” has tainted his

“This campaign has hit an all- 
time low in Utah,” Orton said, 
adding he would talk with repre- 
sentatives of the Republican Party 
and the media, to “form a coalition” 
against negative campaigning in 
future elections. 

Harrington responded to Orton’s 
attacks in his speech, saying he ran 
an exemplary campaign, and it was 
his opponent who ran the negative 
one. 

“All of our attacks on Orton were 
fully substantiated,” he said.

Cougs prepare to face 
improved New Mexico

After successive games against 
perennial national powers, BYU 
resumes its conference schedule 
against New Mexico Saturday and 
begins what LaVell Edwards 
thinks will be “one of the more 
interesting Novembers we’ve had 
in the Western Athletic Conf- 
erence.” 

“There is a lot more parity (in the 
WAC) than there has been and the 
teams are better from top to bottom 
than in the past. I think there are 
going to be some very, very inter- 
esting ball games,” Edwards said. 

At Tuesday’s Big Five Huddle in 
Salt Lake City, Edwards said New 
Mexico is,a..vastly improved foot- 
ball teartitren what they began 
with (in 1992) and certainly from 
what they were last year.” 

New Mexico brings a 2-6 overall 
record and an 11-game losing 
streak against BYU into Cougar 
Stadium. The overall record doesn’t 
appear to indicate “vast improve- 
ment” over last year’s 3-9 season, 
but a closer examination of how the 
1992 season has unfolded offers at 
least a glimmer of hope to the Lobo 
faithful. 

New Mexico’s two wins this year 
came against teams that. whipped 
the Lobos in 1991. UNM won its 
opener 24-7 over a TCU team that 
manhandled the Lobos 60-7 in 
1991. They beat Utah three weeks 
ago by the same 24-7 score. Utah 
beat UNM 30-7 in 1991. 

“We’ve been in just about every 
football game this year. We have 
nct gotten as many wins as we 
would’ve liked, but we have taken 
some positive steps in our program 
in our first year here,” said New 
Mexico coach Dennis Franchione. 

New Mexico is led by redshirt 
running back Winslow Oliver, who 
is 11th in the nation in rushing. 
Oliver has rushed for 100 yards or 


more in five games and has an, 


eight-game average of 116 yards. If 
Oliver rushes for 71 yards 
Saturday, he will become only the 
30th freshman in NCAA history to 
rush for a 1,000 yards in a season. 
BYU is coming off a 30-17 non- 
conference victory over Penn State 


while the Lobos enter the game 
after their first bye week since 
1987. Two weeks ago they lost in 
the final two minutes to Fresno 
State 31-28. Historically, the Lobos 
don’t play well after a bye week — 
they’ve lost three straight games 
following byes. 

BYU running back Jamal Willis 
said last Saturday’s victory over 
Penn State was the springboard 
the team needed going into the last 
three games. 

“That was just a confidence boost- 
er for us. We’re going to play the 
rest of our games like we're playing 
Penn State. We’re not worrying 
about a bowl game yet, weve just 
trying to focus in on these next 
three games,” Willis said.

Plans to construct new Utah County jail 
minimize ACLU concerns of overcrowdin, ~

An ACLU attorney toured the 
Utah County jail last week at the 
request of jail officials. She was 
concerned about the overcrowded 
conditions. 

“They definitely need a new jail, 
but we are pleased that it seems to 
be on line,” said Kathryn Kendall, 
the ACLU attorney. 

Utah County commissioners are 
expected to approve today an offer 
to buy 44 acres near the 
Springville-Spanish Fork airport 
for a new jail. 

Lt. John Carlson said the current 
jail is designed for 130 inmates but 
now houses 152. 

Carlson said, “They realize there 
are problems with this jail, but as 
long as we are progressing with the 
new jail they said they would not 
file any overcrowding violations.” 

Lt. Jay Colledge said the ACLU 
was invited to attend the jail advi- 
sory committee meetings, which 
discussed the new jail site. They 
were then invited to tour the jail. 

“They were very complimentary 
about our facility here and our 
treatment of the prisoners,” 
Colledge said. 

Carlson said this was the first 
time the ACLU has toured the jail. 

“They’ve never received one com- 
plaint from the Utah County Jail 
and since they never had any com- 
plaints, there was no reason for
